Paul's tilence and continued absence 
alarmed the family and Dr. Palmer and his 
son, Charles, made their way toward the 
third story. They located Paul and re.

The family was yet in the cellar when 
the second furious storm came up and at 
its height they were amazed to hold a 

rl throw herself through the scuttle win- 

ow into their midst. he fell in a faint. 
Large splinters had cut and lacerated her 
arms and head and buried themselves in 
her body. : 

She w Annie Brunning, a servant in 
the residence of the Brothers family, a few 
doors north of Dr. Palmer’s house. The 
fall of debris in the Brothers’ home after 
the cyclone, made Annie a pin-cushion for 
splinters, and she was in a sad condiion. 

She was carried to an adjacent house, 
made as comfortable as possible, and given 
kindly treatment until the second storm, 
which everyone thought m t more house 
twisting. In their terror nie’s nurses 

from her into the cellar, and the 
girl, almost dead from pain and fright, 
ran out the front door and up the street 
in the blinding rain. She saw signs of life 
in the cellar of the Palmer residence, and 
she sought refuge. 

Her wounds were given a home dressing 
and afterwards were treated by a doctor. 
She spent the night with the Palmer family 
in the cellar. day dawned neighbors 
who had been more fortunate came with 
food and clothes, for the Palmer boys had 
their wardrobe ruined by the destruction 
of the third story.

While, takem as a whole, St. Louis is 
the most strongly built city in the coun- 
try, it cannot be denied that most Amer- 
ican cities are not built strong enough.
